RICH  MAN  AND  LAZARUS 
PART  3 


For  the  past  two  weeks  we  have  looked  at  the  parable  of  the  rich 
man  and  Lazarus.  We  have  seen  that  if  we  build  our  identities  on 
anything  but  God,  we  lose  our  true  selves.  We  also  learned  that  God 
does  not  arbitrarily  choose  to  send  people  to  hell.  He  eventually 
gives  people  what  they  want.  He  “gives  them  over”  to  their  own  de¬ 
sires.  The  question  for  today  is;  why  did  Jesus  tell  this  parable?  What 
was  He  really  aiming  to  teach?  We  find  the  reason  for  the  parable  in 
Luke  16:14-15. 

The  Pharisees,  who  loved  money,  heard  all  this  and  were  sneering  at  Jesus.  15  He 
said  to  them,  ‘You  are  the  ones  who  justify  yourselves  in  the  eyes  of  others,  but 
God  knows  your  hearts.  What  people  value  highly  is  detestable  in  God’s  sight.

Jesus  told  this  parable  to  the  Pharisees  who  loved  money  and  were 
sneering  at  Him.  He  wanted  them  to  understand  that  they  had  things 
backwards.  The  things  they  valued  were  detestable  to  God.  The 
Pharisees  loved  money  and  despised  the  poor.  God  loves  the  poor 
and  detests  the  detesters.  He  despises  despisers. 

In  verse  15,  Jesus  says  the  root  of  the  problem  is  that  they  “justify 
themselves.”  The  implication  is  that  there  is  such  a  thing  as  justifica¬ 
tion  from  God.  It  is  a  binary  choice.  You  can  look  to  yourself  for 
justification  or  you  can  seek  it  from  God.  The  way  you  can  tell  which 
category  you  fall  into  is  how  you  treat  those  who  are  most  unlike 
you.  There  are  people  in  our  lives  who  hold  very  strong  and  polar 
opposite  views  about  politics,  religion  and  social  issues.  It  is  okay  to 
disagree  and  with  them  and  many  times,  we  must  disagree.  But,  do 
we  ever  despise  them?  When  our  disagreement  with  their  views  be¬ 
comes  contempt  for  them,  we  have  become  self-justifiers.  Our  per¬ 
sonal  views  have  become  more  important  than  the  other  person.  If 
you  are  a  hard  worker,  it  is  easy  to  lose  respect  for  lazy  people.  If  you 
disdain  them,  you  have  become  a  self-justifier.  If  you  get  angry  with 
people  who  hold  opposite  political  views,  you  are  very  likely,  a  self- 
justifier.  You  are  finding  your  identity  in  politics.  You  are  loving  the 
wrong  thing.  God  loves  the  person  and  you  love  your  view  of  the 
political  world. 

God  cares  deeply  for  the  weak  people.  He  loves  those  on  the  mar¬ 
gins  of  society.  He  even  loves  those  who  get  under  your  skin.  Do 
you  love  them?  How  do  you  treat  the  poor?  If  you  are  God-justified, 
you  will  love  them,  and  you  will  serve  them.  If  we  make  God  our 
“good  thing”  and  do  not  find  value  in  being  a  liberal  or  a  conserva¬ 
tive,  a  man  or  a  woman,  black  or  white,  rich  or  poor,  we  will  be  God 
-justified. 

We  must  be  people  who  love  the  tilings  that  God  loves.  We  must 
not  find  our  identities  in  politics,  racial  pride  or  any  other  social  is¬ 
sue.  Love  for  different  people,  is  the  inevitable  sign  you  are  sinner 
saved  by  grace,  not  trying  to  save  yourself.
